CALCUTTA — Jan. 21 — (Delayed) — This 
study of India which I’m closing out today in fa­ 
vor of Burm a, Thailand, Bong Kong, Formosa, 
Tokyo and Honolulu has contributed mostly to 
my confusion about the mysterious land of so 
many completely incomprehensible facets. 


However, the confusion is a normal reaction. 
And through it I have learned this: Beware of 
the experts on India! There aren’t any! 


I had dinner last night with one of my USIS 
(United States Information Service) friends and 
even he was reluctant about being too specific 
or sure about his knowledge of India. Said he: 


“After two weeks in India, I thought I knew 
all of the answers. Now, after two years, all I 
know is that I know so little about this amazing 
country.” 


It is the melting pot of the East and the West. 
You walk down the famous Chow r in ghee, a 
magnificent wide avenue, and you rub shoulders 
with Hindus, Chinese, Tibetans, Arabs, Burmese, 
English and Americans. We doubt that there is a 
more cosmopolitan city in the world. 


The shabby slum areas are intermixed with 
beautiful residential blocks, imposing commercial 
buildings wherever you turn. 


You find the 20th and the 17th century living 
together and, because of the very nature of the 
people, fully attuned. 


Within a few downtown blocks you w ill find 
Presbyterian, Episcopalian and Catholic church­ 
es together with Jewish synagogs, Hindu tem­ 
ples and Moslem mosques. 
You can’t get more cosmopolitan than that.

The city of Calcutta is surrounded by an in­ 
dustrial belt. I toured it yesterday and it was like 
no industrial area I had ever seen. 
Here again unspeakable slum areas surround 
industrial buildings. Even the industrial workers 
live at a near-starvation level. Twenty cents an 
hour in many instances is premium pay. 
As a matter of fact, if it were not for many 
beautiful parks, 
buildings, 
churches, 
temples 
and mosques as well as a great number of high­ 
ly cultured people — Indian, European and Amer­ 
ican — you might well term Calcutta the hell­ 
hole of the world. 
Its slum and red-light districts even downtown 
are extensive beyond measure. 
Its streets are teeming with people — and the 
inevitable cows — both night and day. 
No less than 40,000 to 50,000 of these people — 
plus cows — sleep on the sidewalks at night.

$9 costs for cruelty to his pigs, 
found jam m ed tight together in 
an unsightly pen. 
Township Animal Control Officer 
John Hartm an also had brought 
charges of assault against Hayes 
arising, he said, from a slap in 
the face during a prior hearing 
However, Hartm an dropped the 
charges today after Hayes said 
that he had been only “playing 
around.” 
Appeals Pending 
Hayes has been cited for build 
ing code violations on other prop­ 
erties in both Bristol Township 
and Bristol Borough but has ap­ 
pealed them and the appeals are 
pending in Bucks County Court. 
His attorneys have attacked the 
validity of the housing code. 
In addition Hayes hag been a r­ 
rested several times over the past 
IO years on charges ranging from 
disorderly conduct to aggravated 
assault and battery. He has re­ 
ceived five suspended sentences 
from county courts. 
The inspection of the homes in 
Magnolia Gardens was m ade on 
the basis of both the hous ng and 
the fire code. Magnolia Gardens, 
which covers Le® and Aires Sis. 
and Willow 
Penn and Strange 
Drives among other, has no sew 
erg and many of the homes have 
no running w ater either.
